verſity in Holland, lived John Hart, who 
profeſſed and taught the mathematics, and 
being very expert in thoſe ſciences, he be- 
came tutor to moſt of the nobility in the 
province of Zealand, and had the honour 
of having King George III. under his tui- 
tion. His wife was a virtuous woman, by 
whom he had ten children, who were ſuc- 
ceſſively born in ten years on the fifth of 
Avguſt ; and he underſtanding aſtronomy 
calculated the nativity of each child as ſoon 
as they came into the world, foretelling 
thereby the untimely end of three of his 
fon, which happened accordingly, for one

HOSE who have lived wicked lives 

Nicholas Hart gives the following ac- 
count of: When they knock at the gate, the 
reverend old man tells them of their wick- 
ed living, and repeats to them ſome of their 
particular fins, as lying, ſwearing, whoring, 

&c. He would ſpeak very ſevere to thoſe 

who are not very Charitable to the poor ſay- 

ing there was no room for ſuch wicked 
ſinners in that heavenly palace, but they 
muſt go to a place prepared for ſuch wicked 
wretches as they were, fome would beg and 
pray to be admitted, but the old man would 
return them this anſwer, ſaying, you ſhould 
have lived a more — lle, and mind- 

ed 
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ed your duty better in the other world, for 
it is now too late to repent, and immedi- 
ately the Devil appears in the ſhape of a 
black man with « ----- then this black man 
or devil lays hold of them that are not ad- 
mitted into this happy palace, throws the 
wretches into the ----- by twenty at a time, 
then hurxies them with ſpeed to a dark and 
diſmal caſtle on the left hand, caſts them in 
and preſently returns to the gate for more. 


The poor wretches cry and wring their 


hands, and make the Jamentableſt noiſe 


that can be expreſſed, till they are out of 


fight and heard no more. 

He further ſays that after he had ſeen all 
thefe things, and had been lifted up by the 
little boys on the pleaſant trees, his time of 
waking drawing near, the old man comes 


to him ſaying, you muſt return again, for 


your time of ſtaying here is not come yet, 
ſo opening the gates he turns him out, who 
being very unwilling to leave that joyful 
place, departs with ſighs and ſobs, and 
awake in a ſhort time after, with great grief 
and trouble. After coming from his ſleep, 
he drinks ſome water, fits up in his bed and 
declares to all about him, where he had 
been, and what he had ſeen, and this he 
cannot refrain to do, before he gets from

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his bed, to the great aſtoniſhmeut of all that 


hear him. He dreams the ſame dreams eve- 
ry year, only he ſees different perſons com- 
ing into the fine city er palaee, and going 


into the dark black caſtle : and that every 


year he ſees ſome that he knows, or has 


ſeen in this world, going either te happineſs 


or miſery, as you will find ſome inſtances 
in the remaining part of this relation. 
But to return to his life. He being much 
eſteemed by the gentry that were acquaint- 
ed with his father, it ſet his brothers againſt 


him, who not only laughed at him upon 


the account of his ſleepineſs, but alſo they 
occaſioned his father to quarrel with him, 


that he could not live at quiet, therefore he. 
reſolved to leave them to themſelves, and 
to go to ſome other country; for by his 


brothers telling lies of him to his father, and 


both confirming it for truth, his father uſed 


to beat Nicholas very much. When he was 
about twelve years old he told his father he 
would go to ſea, in order to get out of his 
brothers way, for that he could not bear 
their malice and lies any longer; at which 
his father being concerned, told him that 
he ſhould not go from him, nor would he 
ſuffer his brothers any longer to abuſe him, 
whereupon he ſtaid ſome time longer at 
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home, but finding his brothers malice ra- 
ther to increaſe than diminiſh, and that his 


farher did not prevent it, one Sunday morn- | 


ing about three o'clock in the ſummer time 
without telling any body, he ftole down 
ſtairs without his ſhoes, being but ſlenderly

cured of his diſtemper, whereupon he was 
ſome time after ſer on ſhore, and pur in the 
Curtain-Ward, in Bartholomew's hoſpital, 
in Weſt-Smithfield, divers weeks before the 
5th of Auguſt 1774, and he ſoon learned 
to ſpeak Engliſh intelligible, often telling 
the people of the ward that on the gth of 
Auguſt then following, he ſhould go into a 
fleep or trance for five days and five nights, 
bur he was not believed till it came to paſs 
on-the ſaid fifth of Auguſt 1774, at which 


time there were two patients under cure in 


the ſame ward and hoſpital, the one named 
William Morgan, who had a very fore or 
mortified toe, and in Currain-ward he was 
known by the name of the man with the 
fore toe, inore than by his own name: He 
was very wicked, atheiſtical, unruly, and 
diſorderly in the ward, was much given to 
horrid prophane ſwearing, &c. 
And at the ſame time in the ſame ward, 
there was another man, who was quite of a 
contrary temper; he was one that prayed 
to God in his illneſs, he belonged to a ebm-

any of mariners, and his name was John 
lager Nicholas was very well aequainted 
with this John Paimer, and they were both 
living when he fell into his trance, on the 
fifth of Auguſt 1775. When the ſaid fifth 
of Auguſt came, Nicholas Hart fell into his 
trance in Curtain- ward aforeſaid, and when 
he had continued therein two days and two 
nights, the people there begun to remem- 
ber what he had ſaid, and his lying in his 
trance before noiſed abroad, there came 
multitudes of all forts of people to ſee him, 
inſomuch that they were forced to ſhut the 
ward gate to prevent the crowds that came 
there; but abundance did ſee him as he lay 
in his trance. They perceived he had

'The ancient man who al- 
ways remind them of their fins, moſt eſpe- 
cially lying and want of charity to the poor, 
nay ſo much is he incenſed againſt liars, 
that Nicholas ſeriouſly affirmed in his op1- 
pion, it was better to looſe a whole world 
than to tell a wilful ie. Nicholas Hart alſo 


told the people that were about hi; bedſide, 


at the time when he came out of his trance 


that juſt before the ancient man ar the pa- 
lace gate gave Nicholas notice to return to 
the world again, he ſaw John Palmer knock 


at the gate of the aforeſaid palace, and was 


jet in by the ancient man who afked him 
no queſtions, but entered in with great joy 
in his face, his hands and eyes being lifted 
up to heaven, bleſſing and praiſing God, 
and the little boys or angels preſently flew 
with a crown of flowers and put it on his

On the fifth of Anguft I 156. he began 


his ſleep again at the Cock and Bottle in 
Little-Britain, about eleven in the morning, 
when Mr. Gloy er, one of the governors of 
St. Bartholomew's hoſpital, died the ſame 
day, about two in the afternocn ; he was 
counted a very honeſt man, being one who 
ſerved God, and very charitable to the poor, 
Nicholas preſently jaw him come into the 
palace where ke was, and the little boys 
crowned him with flowers, and then Mr. 
Glover was conducted to a place of bits, 


and Nicholas ſaw him no more after that. 


In Auguſt 1777, he fell aſlcep at the An- 
chor and Crown, on Saffron-hill, and this 
year he ſlept at the Cock in Turnball- ſtreet, 
Every year he ſleeps he ſces the ſame things 
only different perſons, 

Neither this year nor the laſt did he ſee 
any body that he knew, but a great many 
who had murdered themſelves, one woman 


holding her 


all bloody, ſeme he ſaw with balters-round 


their necks, ſome who had cut their throats 
from ear to ear, with knives and razors in 


their hands, thoſe who had drowned them- 


ſelves came all wet and dropping, and in 


what manner ſoever they had deſtroyed 
| them- 
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themſelves, they had ſome emblematical 
along with them, he ſaw ſeveral others come 
with bags of money, but thole as well as 
others were rejected. 

Some defired leave to go back again to 
mend their lives, but the old man ſaid it 
could not be granted. Then the devil 
came and hurried themaway, and he neither 
ſaw nor heard them any more, but in a ſhort 
time came to hiniſelf again. 

Upon the whole I take Nicholas Hart to 
be a very honeſt, ſerious man, worthy to be 
believed, and one who durſt not tell a wil- 
ful lie, and am apt to think, that had he 
been a ſcholar, or a perſon of ſublime no- 
tions, or a metaphyſical head, or a fine and 
curious ſpirit and faney, the ſubſtance of 
what he relates would have been related to

conceptions and underſtandings, and yet 
not contrary to what is revealed to us in 
God's holy word.
